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1981 C Commentary 
"by Eric Verheiden 

The events of 1902 served to clarify the situation considerably t but 
not completely . The current alliance structure will suffice to insure the 
destruction of France (maybe) and Turkey, tut after that, who knows? 

To "begin with, Italy (Came) evidently gave up his lonely struggle 
against Austria, for the moment anyway, and decided instead for a possi- 
bl y mo r e pro f itabl e push agains t Franc e . 

It is, of course, a distinct possibility that the entire Austrian push 
by Italy was a sham anyway. Two signs pointing that way are the move to the 
Tyrrhenian (rather than Ionian) in Spring 1901 and the convoy to Tunis 
(rather than a fleet move) in Fall 1901. The former move is hardly consis- 
tent with hitting Austria, the latter move shows a certain lack of confidence 
in the success of A Ven-Tri. 

The payoff of the sham conflict, if there indeed was one, was to 
convince France to forego F Mar despite the suspicious Italian moves men- 
tioned above. 

In any event, there is no doubt whatsoever that Austria (Byrne) care- 
fully set up Turkey for a Spring 1902 stab* Austria was able to move into 
position in Ser-Gre-Aeg without a trace of opposition and. rapidly proceeded 
with the dismemberment of Turkey. 

Simultaneous with the anti-Turkish push, Austria showed a great deal 
of confidence in newly minted faithful Italian ally and left Trieste wide 
open while pushing on Munich. Getting away with such moves is how victories 
are made and, incidentally, is another sign of a possible sham 1901 Austro- 
Italian conflict * 

Turkey (Swider) clearly has been making more than a few mistakes. The 
indecisive push into the Black Sea in 1?01 succeeded in alienating Russia 
without gaining the tactical advantage of F Bla. Nor was Austria much im- 
pressed with the on-again, off-again rather half-hearted attack. The last 
mistake was pushing yet again into the Black Sea while ignoring the 
Armenian threat. A Smy S A Con-Auk: was a waste, much better employed in 
-Arm or -Syr. Turkey should be out in 1903- 

Russia (Mercer) has suffered the indignity of the Turkish pushes into 
the Black Sea, but has been winning the battle where it counts, on the 
diplomatic front. Austria has been a most helpful ally, directly aiding 
vs. Turkey and helpfully distracting Germany from the undefended central 
front. In addition, his tactics have been quite good, the move to Arm-Syr 
in particular, though perhaps Turkey should have been a bit more cautious 
in preventing the second move. 

The Germans seem to have discarded their pro-Hussian stance, no doubt 
at English urging, however the early fall of Turkey and effective Austrian 
counter-measures provide compensation and perhaps an edge. 

The play of Germany (Masters) has been on a par with Austria's, if a 
bit less successful. Germany climbed way out on a limb to hit France, only 
to be repulsed and hit by Austria. On the plus side, Germany will have two 
builds now with Denmark in reserve - Russia will be unable to build a north- 
ern fleet this year and, with the Italian assist, the attack on France 
should progress, if slowly. 

Germany's fate is inversely tied to that of France (Pearson). France 
has played a good tactical game but, bereft of allies, now must decide 
whether to take his build in the north or south* My guess is Paris, slowing 
up England and Germany and probably writing off Marseilles and maybe Spain* 
An interesting option is A Bur-Mun with Austrian support . 

England (Guajardo) has a problem, he lost Norway and has a removal 
(probably F Wal ) , He has a German ally, but faithful German ally, having 
problems himself, may be slow to deliver any more easy centers. Pressure 
can be kept on France and Norway, but that is about it. Even if a center 
can be taken in 1903. it may be well into 1904- before progress can be 
achi eved . 

Overall prognosis! Austria and Russia have made a very swift start* 
Turkey is doomed and Germany threatened. (Cont > page 11)

A number of JIHAD readers have, over the last few months, been require 
to sort through varying amounts of alphameric soup passing itself off as 
identifiers (I) for the Diplomacy variant games run here. 

These are the Miller numbers, a hobby-wide (more or less) system for 
uniquely identifying each and every Diplomacy variant game run by mail. 
They're simpler than they look 

Let's take an example from a game actually running here - 1981 Ffn02 , 
the Song of the Night game 4 

The 1981 , sensibly enough , stands for the year in which the game was 
started . The capital letter (or two letters ) following the year indicates 
the order in which the games were started that year - the first variant 
start is A, second is B, etc. After Z is reached (26 starts), two-letter 
designators appear - AA, AB . . ,AZ , BA , BB.-.etc. ad nauseam . 

So far the Miller numbers look just like their regular game cousins, 
the Boardman numbers. It's the same system - separate lists , though - so 
far . 

But we still have four characters to go - fn02 in this case . This is 
simply a fancy way of identifying WHICH of the 6 00 + published Diplomacy 
variants is being played. 

This two-letter, two-number system was developed by Rod Walker some 
time back for use in cataloguing the ^00 or so variants in the North 
American Variant Bank, which is the largest known collection of Dippy 
variants anywhere * 

The FIRST lower-case letter identifies the variant in one of 21 
major topic areas, and the second letter identifies a subtopic of that 
topic. (The numbers identify specific games within the subtopic; they're 
assigned sequentially.) For Song of the Night (fn02), the f stands for 
Fantasy* and the n indicates no specific literary setting. 02 means that 
Song was the second "fn" variant to be listed in the NAVE files.

Note that over 100 different two -letter categories are in use ; those 
listed above are just a sampling. 
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The advantage of these "new" WIN designators is twofold j first, the 
designator is now logically related to the kind of variant being played-- 
a help to those who aren't familiar with 600 Dipvariant s - - and second, if 
someone sees a game (s)he likes, (s)he knows enough o f the catalog number 
to order a copy from the NAVB . The address for this iss R ,C . Walker, 
"alcala", 1273 Crest Br. Encinitas, CA 92024. I'd guess that a check for 
$1 would cover repro , postage and handling for 90% of the variants in the 
Bank . 

HOWEVER - for the next few years, there will still be old-style Miller 
Nos . around. These use just a one- or two-letter designator for each variant, 
going from "a" (which was a 3X3 "team game) to "jq" (World War IIIb) . All 
games starting in 1 981 and afterwards will have new MNs ; those started 
before 1 Jan 81 should still use old-style numbers. 

(The only game in JIHAD now using old-style numbers is the Youngstown 
IV game I980 lev. All others have the newer numbers - I9SI Bpw02 (Machia- 
velli) ; 1981 Cna02 (North America: 2020); I98I Erm22 ( Wool worth l); 
1981 Ffn02 (Song of the Night); 1981 Igp09 (Mercator III).) 

Maybe this has helped you beleaguered readers/players over this hump. . . 

New Miller Number Custodian - John Leeder, 121 19~th Ave NE r Calgary, Alberta 
T2E 1N9» CANADA is the new custodian of the Miller Numbers, replacing 
Greg Costikyan and interim custodian Rod Walker. 

GMs of variant games are well advised to send a gamestart notice to 
John, listing the variant, player names and country assignments. GMs who 
have Miller numbered games finish should submit endgame reports to John 
as well . 

One last note - the MTJ function has fallen upon hard times in re- 
cent years. It pleases me, therefore, to report that John has the support 
of every variant hobbyist with whom I have talked, regardless of faction. 
Let 's get our act together for once...
